Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Of particular 
relevance in this application is the Bechtold reference which was applied in rejections in the 
parent application (e.g. see paragraphs 2-7 of Paper No. 7 of the parent). Applicant has now 
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presented claims that distinguish over the Bechtold reference in that they require substantially 
complete bonding of at least 80% of the interfacial region being metallurgical bonding. As noted 
in applicant's comparative example C, the Bechtold reference would not be expected to meet this 
limitation. Regarding the Oakes reference, applicant successfully argues against motivation for 
the combination of Oakes with Bechtold in the Response received August 11, 2003 (Paper No. 8 
of the parent). While the prior art of record is replete with bonded curved surfaces, none of the 
prior art references of record discloses or makes obvious the combination of wrought supported 
gold with the interfacial metallurgical bonding currently required by the claims. Pending claims 
1-12 are allowed.
